Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-18 and 20 are allowable. 

The present invention pertains to test pattern generation for generating a 
multitude of test patterns corresponding to a multitude of signal lines. The claimed 
invention recites features such as: "... storing a first value of a first pattern in a register; 
storing a second value of a second pattern in the register; receiving a clock signal; 
selecting either said first value or said second value for inclusion in a test pattern for 
conveyance via a link in response to said clock signal; wherein determining whether to 
select either said first value or said second value on a given clock cycle is determined 
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according to a predetermined test pattern sequence; and wherein said register 
comprises N bits, said first pattern comprises N/2 bits, said second pattern comprises 
N/2 bits, and said Wnk comprises N/2 signal lines, and wherein each signal line 
corresponds to one bit of each of said first pattern and said second pattern." 

None of the prior arts of record, either taken by itself or in any. combination with 
any other prior art would have anticipated or made obvious the following limitation 
combined within the above limitation at or before the time the invention was filed: "... 
said first pattern comprises N/2 bits, said second pattern comprises N/2 bits, and said 
link comprises N/2 signal lines, and wherein each signal line corresponds to one bit of 
each of said first pattern and said second pattern."
